LAND FOR NATIONAL FOREST 


Presidential Prociamation Adds Many 
Acres in Wyeming te the 
Public Domain.) ; 


The president, on July 10, 1919, 
signed « proclamation adding 76,200 
acres to the Wyoming hational for- 
est. This increase In area Was au: 
thorized by the act of August 16, 1916, 
which provided for the addition of 
6,700 actes, known as the Fentenelle 
addition, In the southeastern part of 
the Wyeowlng forest, and by the act 
of February 25, 1919, which provided 
for the extension (of the westero 
boundary of the forest to the Idaho- 
Wyoming state line by the inclusion 
of 70,500 acres. 

The lands added are roiling. well 
watered and pretty. well covered with 
a forest growth of aspeo, Douglas fir 
and Engelmann spruce. ‘The Wyom- 
tng national forest now has a total 
acreage of 975,968.94 acres.

Fires 
For Montreal 


Ten Below Zero and Poor Water Press- 
ure Hinder Firemen, 


— 

MONTREAL, Jan. 5.—Three feree 
fires broke out over the week-end, us & 
result of which eleven families 
homeless andlseveral stores and one 
theatre gre destroyed, There was no 
lack of water, as might have been fear- 
ed jn comequence of the strike, but 
the presstire was not up te the avers 
age. 

The last of the fires was not under 
control until 8 yesterday morning and 
they sturted at 8 Saturday evening. 
In these twelve hours practically every 
fire station in the cit¥ was called out, 
The firemen had to fight the fires 
through weather some ten degrees be- 
low zero and the men © suffered from 
frost bites, cunts and burns, having at 
times to be cut out of the ice that had 
frozen them to the ladders. There were 
however, no serious injuries. 

Tho first fire started abore the 
Woolworth store at 489 St, Catherine 
street cast, and it © ot under con- 
trol until nearly midnight, Then an 
alarm was turned in from the corner 
of Cadienx and St. Catherine streets, 
where a blaze, starting in the rear of 
a Jewish theatre, bad gommunicated 
itself to several pricate houses, which 
were all destroyed, Here ‘a general 
alarm was turned in and all the purp- 
jng engines in tho city were mobilized 
together with every brigade, except 
those in the outskirts, This fire wae 
not subdued until eight this morning 
and the firemen were playing water on 
the amouldering ruins all yesterday,

HOW DENIKINE FAILED 
' IN, SPECTACULAR STROKE 

London, Jan. 6.—One of 
spectacular atrokes of Gen, Denikine, 
the anti-Bolshevik leader in south Rus- 
sia during the great atlempted ad. 
vance toward Moscow, indirectly reanlt 
ed iv his undoing, according to a Bri- 
tish officer who has just returned to 
London from Dinikings front. 

When advancing according ty this 
officer, Gen, Denikine sent > Gen. 
Marnoutoff through the straggling 
treepatti lines with about 3,000 cavi- 

. The unit constituted a menace to 
the Bolshevik rear by raids and quick 
and offective thrusts. The Bolshoviki 
were quick to realize the importance of 
such strategy and mobilized overy av- 
ailable horse numbering according to 
sone estimates, 40,000. All these ef- 
fectives got behind Denikine’s — lines, 
which was not difficult owing to the 
present methods of Russian warfare, 

Tho Bolsheviki operated almost at 
will behind Denikine and he was fore- 
ed constantly to fall beck, with the 
Bolsheviki\ cavalry. threatening or at 
places cutting hin. lineg of communica- 
tion, 

Consequently, ecderding to the offi- 
cor, Denikino’s retirement was neces 
nitated by his efforts to protect him- 
self rather than becaned of great pres 
sure on his front. Tho officer is of the 
opinion that Denikine is not yet beat- 


en, owing to the morale of his troops,

Canadian Apples Hold 
Great Britain's Favor 


“Fifty-Four Per Cent. in Recent 
Months,"’ Savd J. F..Smith 
—U. S. is Rival. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 7.—That fifty. 
four per cent of the apples imported 
by Great Britain in recent months 
hare como from Canada, is the state- 
ment made by J. Forsythe Smith, Can- 
adian Government Fruit Trade Com- 
missiner, in a report received from 
him by the Department of Trade and 
Commerce. During the month of Nov- 
ember, apple receipts from _ Canada 
were about two ‘and a half times as 
creat as during September and Octob- 
or. 

In general, says the report, the con- 
dition of arrivals has been satisfactory. 
Mr. Smith states that there is a stead- 
ily increasing demand for box fruit. 

Dealing particularly with British 
Columbia's ‘apples, the report, states 
that the comparatively large quantities 
of British Columbia apples that have 
heen offered in the United Kingdom 
markets during November, have bee 
generally in condition and of excellent 
quality and have prodiiced a very fav- 
nrable impression on the trade. The 
shipments will do munod, Mr, Smith 
says, to remove tho existing prejudices 

favor of the products of Washington 
and Oregon. He asks British Colum-

[ A project to provide an independent 
Atlantic port for Switzerland, Bo- 
hemla and other Inland European ne 
tlons In order to render them eco- 
nomically Independent of Germany af- 
ter the war is receiving .attention In 
France and Switzerland, according te 
‘| @ report to the department of com- 
merce from Consul General Rayndal 
at Nantes, France.

STORAGE OF ICE 

FOR SUMMER Use 
‘The ‘storage of a few blocks of ice 
for summer use is a very simple mat- 
ter where the ice Is readily available. 
Any unoccupied corner ef a shed will 
serve for the purpose. A rough board 

enclosure 16 feet’ square and 8 -£ 
high will.bold enough ice to provide 
pounds per day for 130 days, after 
allowing for a reasonable amount of 
wastage. The smaller the quantity

waste. 


The bottom of the enclosure should 
be covered with, about one {oot of 
Sawdust. If the, soll underneath? ts 
impervious clay, {f will be all the, bet. 
ter if\there is a few inches of gravel 
under the sawdust. In potting im the 
ice the .boards.can. be. taken» away 
from éne side, and replaced after, the 
fice is tm position. A space of one 
foot /ehduld be left. between the ico 
and the boards to be filled with saw- 
dust, and the ice should be covered 
with about the same thickness. It is 
the sawdust which keeps the {ce from 
melting. The drier the sawdust fs 
the better the ice will keep, and it is 
& good ‘plan, as the ice is removed 
during the summer, to throw out 
from time ta time the driest of the 
sawdust where it will be under cov- 
er and continue to dry out and thus 
be in better condition to be used 
again in the following year. The ice 
should be cut in blocks of uniform 
size and packed as closely together, 
as possible. . 

If tt is necessary to erect a special 
ice house-the roughest kind of a shed 
that will keep out the weather fs all 
that is necessary. Poles may be 
driven into the ground and Iined up 
on the inside with rough Jumber, or 
slabs, leaving a space of about one 
half inch between each board, and 
the whole covered with a roof to keep 
out the rain. Of course, the ice house 
may be bdullt with a regular frame, 
Uned inside with rough lumber and,

“But a@ few more figures will be 
likely (o convert any inclination to 
blame missionaties for their failaree 
into the deaire to commend them for 
their wonderful success. For of chil- 
dren who attend elementary schools 
many -of which, though not, of 
course, all, are undér missionary con- 
trol, between 83 and 87 per cent., 
according to the district selected, 
leave the achool at the end of their 
ume without being able to read. 

"It we ask the reason for the ap- 
pallingly high percentage of total 
failure it tan be found In the con- 
fusion of Indian languages and al- 
phabets.: There are in India 17 dis- 
tinct languages, with upward of 500 
dialects. are written in some 
60 different scripts, each requiring 
from 500 to 1,000 types. The same 
language is often printed in three 
different scripts and the same script 
.used for several different languages. 

“I have not the slightest hesita- 
tion in saying that the mere learn- 
ing of the alphabet must be out of 
the power of many lads of moderate 
ability. Indeed, it ls a striking fact 
that ft is immeasurably easier to 
teach a blind man to read fn the spe- 
cially prepared Brailie type than to 
teach a man with sight to read. The 
firat thing needed imple script, 
prepared on ecient! inciples, and 
recognised by the Government aa the 
authorised script for all languages. 
But perhaps:I ought not to. h. 
written ‘the first thing needed.’ 
first thing needed Is a great increase 
of interest in and knowledge of the 
whole problem here in England.”

offered anything which is as ossen- 
tial to mankind which {s the reault 
of the same amount of labor or which 
can be purchased for the same 
amount of money a a pound of cheese 
or butter.” : 
About 400 dalrymen attended the 
session of the convention, and the 
general discussions proved the {n- 
tense Interest of the largest audience 
in.the history of the association . 


Figuring Milk Costs 


“Our milk is actually costing us 
$3.14 per 100 pounda to produce,” sald 
A. E. Archibald, Director the Expert- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, in answer to a 
query at tho dairy convention” hore 
yosterday regarding the cost. of, milk 
production on the Government plans. 
“Of course,” continued’ Mr. Archibald, 
“labor costs and overhead charges are 
higher in’ operating an institution 
such as this,.but our feed bills are 
much lower than on the average On- 
tario, farm, ‘The fodder grown on the 
place is valued at cost, hay at $10 a 
ton and. ensilage at $2.50, for Instance 
—and all the food bought fs by the 
carload lot, The actual cost of pro- 
ducing 100 pounds of milk last year 
averaged $2.96, Feeds, of course, were 
much lower then, and wo were fortun- 
ate in procuring practically our total 
supply before prices went up.” 


A Doubtful Profit 


Mr. Archibald polnted out that his 
figures were practically identical with 
those complled by Professor Lutch of 
Guelph, and proved beyond question 
that the present fixed price of $3.10 
per cight-gallon can, delivered, allow- 
ed the producer a very doubt(ul: mar- 
gin_of profit, The average. cost of 
shipping and delivering a can of milk 
is 26 cents, which medns that: the 
actual return the average farmér in 
this Province recelves {s about $2.85 
per can, or $3.42 per hundred pounds, 

Milk the Cheapest Food 

“Milk today is the cheapest food 
it a possible to purchase,” sald’ Dr. 
Margaret Patterson of Toronto, in a 
straightforward talk on the milk sup- 
ply situation to the dairymen assemb- 
led hero last. night. On account of 
improper education many people do 
not realize this;point, but it ts a fact 
that to children a quart of milk js as 
valuable as ‘eight eggs, With cggs at 
$1.20 a dozen the price of the former 
essential commodity would be about 
$0 cents a quart.” 


‘ 


Should Gecure Larger Supply 

Dr. Patterson scored the Toronto 
Fuel Price Committee for laying so 
much stress on the price of milk, in- 
stead of devoting some of thelr time 
to encourage a core adequate supply. 
“Milk {s-absolutely necessary for the 
growth of children,” she continued. 
“No matter what other goods are used 
in their dict, without milk | young 
people will fail in health, - While 
some authorities advocate two pints 
per child a day I would go farther 
and advise three.” 

Nation’s Health Endangered 

Though an abundant supply of milk 
Was an asset to any nation, Dr. Pat- 
terson’ contended that where this, sup- 
ply came from unsanitary dairy barns 
the health of the nation was endang-

It claimes the distinction of be 
ing the first city of Upper Canada 
founded solely by United Empire loy- 
alists, These founders of the city came 
first to Hay Bay, an arm of the Bay 
of Quinte some ‘miles east. The stone 
house of Captain John Mayhbee, san of 
the original settlers, which is a point 
of interest and weight in .municipal 
and district history, still stands in wea- 
thered sturdiness upon the Kingston 
road.

British unity, This idea was to them 
so precious as to justify patient sub- 
mission for the time}ypending peaceful 
legislation when the war troubles of 
the mother country ahould have pass- 
ed. 

They believed the colonies should 
have been more ready to accede to the 
just demand of taxation to meet the 
debts incurred in the defense of the 
Empire and its liberty embodied in ® 
freo Parliament and a free Bible. 

Many of these Loyalists held, as do 
their descendants today, that the re- 
volt of the colonies was furthered hy 
a power, opposed to England's tra- 
ditional policies, which took, advantage 
of a selfish disaffection in a poople 
who had grown wealthy and inde pend- 
ent under England's protection, but 
who were ungrateful for, and unwill- 
ing ta.contribnte to tho cost of the 
wars that had saved them from oggres- 
sion. 

Throughout 1784, on.all Now York 
and New England~ highways leading 
north was a continual passage of trav- 
clers on foot, carrying such effects ax 
they might, with women and children 
on pack horses, centering principally 
at Oswego and Ogdensburg, Thence 
they crossed the lake or came up, the 
river in boats, Many settled in the 
vicinity of Kingston and at several 
points up and down the Bay of Quinte 
in addition to the location on that arm 
of the bay from which the founders of 
Belleville came.

Through the good offices of a’ certain 
neutral Government, according to 8 
source of information which hitherto 
has prored reliable, the German’ Gov- 
ernment received on New Year's Eve 
a copy of the list which the Allied 
Powers «ill, present to Berlin » soon 
alter peace becomes effective, contain- 
ing the names of those whose extradi- 
tion is to be demanded. i 

A glance at the list almost knocked 
the Cabinet off its pins and sent the 
political barometer in the inner circles 
of Wilbemstrasse lower thay it has 
been at any time since tho white Max 
was sent acrees the firing line to 
Foch's headquarters on November 11, 
1918, = 

Rather than face the issue called up 
by such an Allie list, Friedrich Ebert 
will resign as national president. Only 
that much leaked into the press,  re- 
salting in a semi-official atatement, 
which has no denial that Ebert had 
made such a statement, but iwnerely 
declaring an attempt was being mado 
to use it for party political purposes. 
Whether von Hindenburg and Luden- 
dorfl are on the list is ‘not clear, but 
tho impression ono gets is that they 
are from assertions made by high Gor- 
ernment officials that ‘‘no troops can 
ever be got together in Germany who 
will arrest either of those two.” 

It is known that Genera) ron Bochn 
who commanded the German troops in 
the Lourain district whem that city 
was partly destroyed, is on the list. 

Foreign correspondents in Berlin 
have had moro or‘ less instructive x- 
periences with the German Govern- 
ment’s varions performances of ‘Never 
nerer!’ But one gains.the impression 
that this time the Cabinet is doing 
little talking, but much thinking. Cer- 
tain members still cling to the belief 
that the Allies ‘can’be brought ta rea- 
eon,’-that ‘it cannot possibly be in the 
thterest of Europe if chaos break out in 
Germany-’ 

Reports vary as to the exact number 
of German nationals to bo demanded 
by the Allies; conservative estimates, 
however, place it Letween 1,200 an 
1,500. 3 x 

COMMON PEOPLE INCLUDED 

Tho feature that is most disconcert- 
ing to the Government is that ‘the list 
ig said to include about 300 enlisted 
men and non-commissioned — officers, 
making the situation much wore com- 
plicated and difficult’ because that 
reaches down ‘among the ‘‘common 
people.” It appeara certain that the 
Government entertained the hope that 
the list would include only officers and 
officials with whom the mass of the 
population is not particularly in sym- 
pathy—men with whom the people as 
a whole do not identify themselros, 
and that therefore the Cabinet might 
find a way out and still aave itself. 


EBERT MAY QUIT 

But the list nuofficially received is 
said to have dashed that hope. It ix 
so startling that, according to my in- 
formation, President Ebert, on the fol- 
lowing day, let Promier Clemenceau 
know through indirect and unofficial 
channels that in thia was tho official 
liat, the German Government carrying, 
ont such a demand he, Ebert, vould 
lay down hig office. 

The greatest secrecy haa been main- 
tained about the alleged receipt of an 
advance copy of the list, but Ebert. 
the Socialist president, is so aroused, 
it is whispered in circles close to him 
that be could, not refrain from expres* 
ing in private conversation his deter- 
mination to resign. 

A high official epitomized tho view 
prevailing in Government circles when 
ho said to mo this afternoon: 

“If the Allies present such a list and 
preas their demand ruthlessly the pre- 
sent Government will go overboard. 
The bitter injusticn of the surrender

The People's 
Forum meets on Sunday nights and 
the other two on Sunday afternoons. 
As may be imagined, the topics dis- 
cussed are by no means confined to 
religjous matters. 

Montreal has two Forums, one for 
the English-speaking and the other 
for the French-Canadians. Winnipeg, 
cefitre of. radical ideas, has four 
Forums. Ottawa has two. At a re- 
cent meeting of the People’s Forum 
in Ottawa. when Capt. Carpenter of 
the “Vindictive’ was the speaker, 
there were thovsands on thousands 
turned away from: the hall. Other 
cities and towns are taking up the 
idea and establishing Forums, The 
Open Forum National Council defines 
the Foruni“to stand for the follow- 
ing objects: ri 

1. Thet{ cgouyfed development of 
democracy. 

2. A common meeting ground for 
all the people, in the interest of trust 
apd mutual understanding, and for 
the cultivation of community spirit. | 

3. The fulleat and freeat open pub-- 
lic discussion of all] vital questions ; 
affecting public welfare. 

4. For free participation from the 
Forum floor, either by questions or 
discussion. 

5. The freedom of Férum manage- 
ment from responsibility for utter- 
ances by speakers from the platform 
or the floor. 

In these times of unrest the latter 
clause seems to be quite essential to 
the protection of Forum manage- 
ments, as in Toronto there have been 
some rather startling things sald by 
Speakers both from platform and 
floor, 


Canada’s Coal.

1919 has probably been about thir- 
teen million tons.

wide surrey of hofmanity’s needs to 
map out a programme of work on 3 
world-wide basis, and to raise the col- 
ossal sum of money required to execute 
it. 

The. Inter-Church Forward 
ment of Canada is a united offort on 
tha part of five of the leading com- 
munions in this country to educate the 
Church in Canada, and Nowfoudiatd 
is onc of tho participating agencies in 
this enterprise. 

Wonderful as may have been the ac- 
complishments of the Methodist Cen- 
tenary Campaign in the United States 
the Methodists of Canada has assumed 
an even greater task in their National 
Campaign which is now in full force. 

About fifteen per cent of the popula- 
tion in this country are Methodists— 
that! is about one of every seven; This 
ineludes the actoal memborship of ap- 
proximately 400,000 and those directly

Canteen Profits 
Not Yet Known 


No Money Has Been Paid Over to 
Canada of Any Dominion. 

OTZAWA, Jan. 9.—In an effort to 
clear the public mind with regard to 
the question of canteen profits made 
during the war, a proportion of which 
will ultimately come to Canada, the 
Department of Overseas Military 
Forces of Canada has issued an explan- 
atory statement, The department tak- 
es the ground that statements which 
hare no foundation in fact hare been 
and are being made to the public with 
regard to the amount which Canada 
will receive as her share of the profits 
from -canteens operated overseas dur- 
ing the war and wishes to give an of- 
Scial summary. 

The statement shows that canteens 
im Great Britain and those operated 
élsexhere were under separate organ- 
ization. J¢ emphasizes the, point, that 
just now any estimate of the amount, 
which will acerne to Canada of any 
other of the British belligerents from 
canteens operated on the Continent 
is impomible ‘owing to the fpct that 
profits earned by this committee can- 
not bo disclosed until full account is 
taken of all the trading dove by these 
canteens and as well, the losses sus- 
tained throughout by enemy action 
and other causes.” In tho retreat of 
the Fifth Army it states that vast 
quantities of supplies belonging to can 
teens were destrosed.

The Price Of Sugar 
Fixed | At 16 Cents 


Board of Commerce Rescinds Old 
Order—Gives Reasons for 
: Raise. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10—Pointing out 
that when tho last order was made, 
the price of raw sugar at place of 
origin was 6% cents a pound, the 
Board of Commerce has rescinded the 
order made last September, limiting 
the profit on sugar and issued a new 
order fixing the price at 16 cents at 
retail applicable throughout Canada. 

The board points out that neither 
United States nor Canadian. refiners 
can control the situation.

Canada’s six refineries havo made 
partial purchases of raw sugar for 
January, February and March deliv- 
eries ,and these purchases are now 
beginning to arrive.

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MR. KING AT NEWMARKET. 


(Ottawa Journa}) 

To the little town of Newmarket, a canal zone not unknown to 
Liberal annals, Mr, Mackenzie King on Monday repaired to preach to 
the faithful assembled and to the country at larze the new Opposition 
Cispensation. Although marking the beginning of a Apeaking tour, 
which in the hopes of ite authors, is to arouse a lethargie Liberaliem 
to hervic impulse and-action, Mr. King’s specch—and we say this not 
by way of criticism—is hardly likely to find a place in historic political 
oratory. For a close perusal of the speech, the text of which we have 
before us, impresses the truth tiat if it is worth noting for anything 
at all, it is for the multitude of things which it left unsaid; amd this 
ja the more ‘remarkable because of the times through which we are 
passing and the positjon of Mr. King. We are at the close of four 
years of war and stand upon the threshold of re construction,  € 
in common with the rest of the world, stands confrapted with 
and problems numerous and grave; everywhere about ug old and es 
tablished customs and political doctrines are being severely tested or 
swept entirely from their moorings; new and etrange forma are coming 
to the surface; and on all sides the ery of the people is for ideas and 
policies to bring about the New Jerasalem on earth. Mr. g. 
chosen leader of the historic Liberal party in Canada, might reason- 
ably have been expected to contribute something of light ant leading 
to such a troubled day. He has the blessing of youth and vigor, he is 
free from the boredom and botheration of office, he has had ample time 
and leisure to survey the body politic, to diagnose its many ills and 
to prescribe accordingly. 

But, despite all of this, one looks in vain for a lead from Mr, King. 
The tariff stands today, as always, the greatest issue of ( ‘anadian poli. 
tics; Mr. King passes it over in silence. Nationalization, with which 
is united the vital problem of transportation, challenges attention; Mr, 
King ultera no 1. The financial problem is of the gratest; Mr. 
King has no policy to offer. The reestablishment of soldiera into 
civil life demands the beet of Statesmanship; Mr. King passes it by, 
And so on to the end of the chapter. 2 

Nor is there evidence in the speech of the much-heralded indict- 
ment of the Government's sins. For two years Union Government has 
been grappling with the gravest problems ever encountered by a Can- 
adian administration, In that taxk it must have made mistakes, and, 
beyond quostion, it alienated the support of many of its old adherents, 

Mr, King might have Been expected to indict the Governme nt for 
sins of commission and omission, to have catalogued its errors and its 
crinies.. But despite all that has been said of Union, despite all the 
criticism am political blasphemy that haa been lurled at its lignd; the 
most that Mr. King gould say against it yesterday waa a few vague and 
harmless platitudes,” 

How disappointing such a singularly barren address must be to 
the old adhérénts of Laurierism, one can only hazard a guess, Grop- 
ing in the wilderness, far from the Promised Land of office, the party_ 
cried out, for political manna, and platitudes, old and decayed, were 
the only feply. 

For Liberalism, once so powerful and militant, it ie a dole eful as- 
pect, Its King stands without a kingdom; its forces are divided; its 
moral strength is gone; its rank and fyle has fouhd refuge with the 
Farmers. The Old Pilot, who steered the party craft so long and well 
is aadly missed, as Mr, King steers an uncertain course. Ahead are 
the breakers, angry and ominous, no banner floats proudly from the 
masthead, and) the wind moans dismally through the rigging.

. THE CITIZENS WHO SHIRK THEIR DUTY. 


W. F. Macpherson, principal of the Hamilton Normal School, who 
addressed the local Council of Women in that city, spoke on ‘‘Citizen- 
ship.”* Commenting on the low percentage of Hamilton voters who 
‘exercised ir, privilege i in the last provincial ‘election, he endeavored 
to find the‘reasons for the trouble. It might be thought: by-some, he 
said, that the franchise was too common; not all will agree with him in 
that, But there can be absolutely no difference of opinion about his con- 
demnation of the apathy of the voters, which, he believes, results from 
culpable ignorance of public affairs and selfish indifference om the part 
of a certain section of the community. 

Commenting on the- address the Spectator said: 

: Mr. Macpherson rightly insists on the “position of depend- 
ence on ‘others in which every individual is Placed under the 
-- conditions of life today. Without Co-operation and unselfish 
service, none of us would be able to enjoy. the most elementary 
benefits of civilization. Yet how many people think of that? 

When they shut themselves up in their exclusiveness, refusing 

to put themselves to the trouble even of thinking, let alone act- 

ing about the government of their community and of their'coun- 

try, cannot they realize that they’re imposing their fair. share of 

the responsibility which citizenship confers on the shoulders of 

others?

Shipping In Montreal. 

That the frst year of peace was a 
banner shipping year for Montreal is 
reflected In the statistics placed be- 
fore tbe harbor commissioners of 
Montreal. In the season just closed 


compared with 644 last year. The 
British tonnage (totalled 1,646,532 
and total of other tonnage was 
632,748. Inland transportation to- 
talled 7,499 vessels, with 4,367,734 
tonnage, an inorease of 1,397 ships 
and of 1,043,836 over the previous 
season. River and gulf trafic be- 
tween Montreal and the Maritime 
Provinces showed great improve- 
ment, number of vessels fn this 
category being 84, with tonnage of 
137,642, as compared with only 30 
vessels, and tonnage of 22,861 in 
1918. The 1919 season opened on 
April 14 and closed December. 12. 
The opening was the earliest since 
1913, but-the closing was five days 
earlier than last year. Firet ocean 
arrival was on April 22, five days 
earlier than last year, and Isat 
ocean departure was December 10, 
{four days earlier than in 1918. 


Winnipeg to Bulld Houses. 

As the frst definite step toward 
relieving the housing shortage, the 
Winnlpeg Housing Commission has 
called for tenders for the construc- 
tion of.fifty residences in Fort Rouge 
and west end districts. These houses, 
to be erected at a cost of about $185,- 
000, are to be the first block of about 
300 that the commission proposce to 
build before next autumn.

GATHERING OF CROP DATA 


Information Showing How Therough 
le the Work of the Department 
of Aaricusere: 


An outline of ‘the organization do 
veloped In the department of agricul- 
ture through more than half a century 
of experience In crop estimating, indi- 
cating the care and thoroughness with 
which government crop reports are 
prepared, is given in the annual re- 
port of the secretary of pgriculture. 

For collecting original data the bu- 
reau of crop estimates hax two main 
sources of Information—voluntary re- 
porters and salaried field agents. The 
voluntary force comprises 33,743 town- 
ship reporters, one for each agricul- 
tural township; 2,752 county reporters, 
who report monthly or oftener on 
county-wide conditions, basing their 
estimates on personal observation, in- 
quiry and written reports of alds, of 
whom there are about 5,500; 19 special 
lists of co-operators, aggregating 137,- 
000 names, who report on particular 
prodacts, such as, live stock, cotton, 
wool, rice, tobacco, potatoes, apples, 
peanuts, beans and the like; and 20,- 
100 field alds, including the best In- 
formed men In each state, who report 
directly to the 
the bureau. The total voluntary staff, 
therefore, numbers approximately 200,- 
000, an arernge of about 06 for each 
county and 4 for cach township. The 
reporters, as a rule, are farmers. They 
serve without compensation, and are 
selected and retained on the lists be- 
cause of their knowledge of local con- 
ditions, their public spirit, and their 
interest In the work. All except coun- 
ty and Geld aids report directly to the 
bureau, and each classqgf reports ix 
tabulated and averaged separately for 
each group and state,

Instantly Killed 
By- Fast Express 


Andrew. Gray, Port Credit, Failed 
to See Train in Snowstorm. 

TORONTO, Jan. \12—Struck by an 
eastbound Grand Trunk train, which 
he evidently failed to see In the blind- 
ing snowstorm. Andrew Gray, 23 
years old a returned officer and a 
director of the’ St. Lawrence Starch 
Company, and superintendent of that 
company’s plant at Port Credit was 
instantly killed at the Hurontario 
Crossing, close to the Port Credit

| station. Mr. Gray was driving alone 


In a coupe at the time and was on 
hig way to’ Toronto’ to attend the 
funeral of Mrs. Edward Lake, of 
Chicago, who was buried in the Ne- 
cropolls here. 

The motor car was struck almost 
squarely on the side and completely 
demolished, the wreckage and the un- 
fortunate occupant being thrown a dis 
dance-of about fifty feet. The train 
crow stopped the express as s00n As 
possible and backed up to the scene 
of the accident, but Mr. Gray was 
dead before anyone could reach him. 

Mr. Gray. who was a gtaduate of 
Toronto University, and the School of 
Science, went overseas with the 126th 
Battalion as quartermaster with the 
rank of captain. When that unlt was 
broken up in England he reverted to 
Neutenant and secured appointment 
to the 160th Battalion. When the 
160th in turn was ordered broken up 
Lieut, Gray transferred to the oth 
Engiheer with which unit he went 
to France and served through the 
1918 campaign to Mons. He was In 
Mots at the time of the armistice. 
Only a short time ago he returned to 
Canada and to civilian life. 7 

Mr. Gray was unmarried and lived 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Gray, of Port Credit, who with five 
brothers and two sisters survive.

‘by recent Advances in the price of flour, milk, butter:and eggs, hardly 
mitigated by the announcement from! Ottawa that the decision to auth- 
orize a maximum rate of sixteen cents \per pound for sugar was to pre- 
vent that commodity soaring to twenty cents per pound or more in Can- 
ada. That the Government statemeat of an ‘impending jump in the 
price of sugar is correct is evident from the fact that in the United 

_ States the high peak of twenty-five cents per pound has been reached. 
following summary of the sugar situation.in the United States from 
the Litesary Digest will prove interesting to Canadian readers: 
Sugar profijcers hate gouged $940,000,000 fram the Amer- 
ican people in the past few months, asserts Alfred W. Me- 

Cann in a special article published in the New York Globe, and 

he adds that the sugar mistake represents but.a single blunder 

of a long series which in the aggregate have ‘added directly ten 

billion dollars to. the high cost of Jiving. With these startling 

statements comes another to the effect that the Sugar Equaliz- 
ation Board, headed by George Zabriskié, but without power of 
embargo or jurisdiction over 'profitcers, could have purchased 
the entire Cuban crop of 4,000,000 tons last August at 644 cents 

per pound.

barrassed men in America today, says Mr. McCann, in effect. 

Mr. Zabriskie, he adds, predicts that prices will fall to normal 

when Roveroent control ts lifted, but at present he is power- 

less to’stop ‘the worst orgy of profiteering from which the 
country has thus far. suffered."* How the situation came about 

is thus revealed by Mr. Zabriskie in, the Globe interview :

The 

ridiculous price of 17 cents wholesale for raw sugar now 

charged by the Louisiana planters is an outrage. 1 can’t say 

that Attorney-General Palmer fixed, this price, but it was known * 

in Louisiana that he would stand for it. 

<2 tht was, known, furthermore, that he approved it. It was 

‘this fotly that inspired the Cubans to make theit Rouge. When 

they saw American’ sugar-planters Retting away with seventeen 

cents they decided it was perfectly legitimate for them to get 
some of the plunder, and today the people are paying the price 

for the. Attorney-General's mistake. 

**Had the Sugar Equalization Board been ‘permitted to ex. 
ercise its own judgment, instead of the country facing a fam- 

ine as it now does, we would have had the largest crop of:sugar 

in history at 64 cents a pound." 

it is human’ nature to'say, ‘It might have been!"* That 
will not make our coffee any sweeter, however. Mr. Zabriskie 

is just as disgruntled as any of us over the shortage of sugar, 

it appears, since he was led to believe that 250,000 tons were 

available for distribution between October 1 and January 1, 

and was astounded to discover that in some way 50,000 tons 

had disappeared, and therefore were not available for distri- 
bution. The Attorney-General, Mr. Zabriskie says, jumped 
into the breach and announced that, since “the matter of ade- 

quate Supplies of sugar’transcends the question of price, im- 

portation of sugar will be permitted from countries other than 

Cuba or other United States possessions, to bé sold at prices 

hased on the prevailing rates at points of origin.’’ This was 

the end o fthe old 9% cent sugar rate. Beet sugar jumped two 

cents a pound, was landed in New York at 15 cents per pound, 

_fefined, and sold at 2034 cents a pound wholesale.

When you sce talcum powder do you 
know what it is?

It is a soft ground rock 
sto which is added borax and perfume 
before it is canned by the talcum pow- 
der firms.

“Th 1 varieties were put forth 
by nations Md thelr posseasions—such 
ax Islands, protectorates, colonies, de- 
pendencies, occupled territories, etc— 
to the number of 88 governments. Of 
the 611 varieties 383 were due to the 
war alone. The United States has Ia- 
sued more than fifty varieties, includ. 
Ing shade and die varieties due to In- 
ferior dyestuffa and to worn plates, 
but the British empire leads the list 
with nearly 200 varieties.”

CABINET MINISTER'S POWER 
TO MAKE CONTRACTS

OTTAWA, aJh. 16—Unless authoriz- 
ed to do so, specifically, by statute, 
a Cabinet Minister by himself has no 
power to enter Into a contract bind- 
Ing the Government. The ccncurrence 
of the Cabinet Is necessary.

tract by letter.

There is much more, however, in 
the situation. than this. We have been 
selling on credit to France, Belgium, 
Greece, Roumania, and to some ex- 
tent to Great Britain, manufactured 
goods, the raw materials of which are 
largely imported from the United 
States and we are called upon to pay 
for these raw materials In cash, In 
addition to this, the interest payments 
on our debt abroad have increased, as 
well as the heavy: shipping charges 
Which have to be paid on water-borne 
goods. In paying for the raw matertl- 
als referred to we are forced to use 
up a large part of those funds ordih- 
arlily available to defray the cost of 
our normal imports from the United 
States. The scarcity of United States 
funds has thus been accentuatod by 
the Increased demand, while the 
source from which we have-been wont 
In the past to make up any @eficiea- 
cles, that Is, the balance due to us 
by merchants and others in Great 
Britain, is not now available for this 
purpose for two! reasons; first that! 
Great Britain is not settling in cash 
as in the past; second, that such part 
of this Indebtedness ax might be made 
available for the purpose is not now 
acceptable to the United States as 
payment, because that country has al- 
ready a surplus of British debta which 
she {fs anxious to realize. If to these 
factors in the problem be added the 
effect of increased purchases of lux: 
uries imported from the United States 
in the present era of free and easy 
spending, an {dea will be obtained of 
at least some of the main reavons for 
the present situation. 


British Imports 

It should not be forgotten in any 
discussion of the positfon of the for 
eign exchanges ‘as affecting Canada, 
that so far as imports to this country 
are concerned the position of the Brit: 
ish and Continental exchanges Is just 
as fayorable as United States ex:

Prof. Philip B. Hawk of Jeffer- 
son Medical college, Philadelphia, notes 
in Science a phenomenon that was 
called to his attention by Charles Den- 
by of the.war trade board and Daniel 
Moreau Barringer, which suggests that 
yome hitherto unsuspected structural 
change takes place In vegetables when 
they are dried. \ 

It is well known that when dried 
regetables are immersed in water for 
a few hours they assure ® form close- 
ly resembling that of fresh vegetables. 
Yet if this swollen vegetable be left at 
room temperatare for from 24 to % 
hours it returns to {ts dried state, In 
other words, a fresh vegetable holds 
Itz water much mordytcnaciously than 
foes a dried. vexetable that has been 
immersed in water. "

But there are some 
things that cannot be done by this 
kind of propaganda, For example, no 
platform tricks that Canute could 
haye resorted to, no hurrah move- 
ment he could have organized, wouki 
have availed to push back the tile 
he had forbidden to approach. And 
free trade propaganda cannot prevail 
againal the power of facts. It is true 
that {ree trade preachers seem to {cel 
encouraged. Liko exhorters who ap 
last think they have got the crowd 
ing, they throw more fervor into their 
discourses, They are making the 
éame mistake that former passionate

When it comes towards the day of 
voling the Canadian people begin 
their thinking.

If there were no tariff on 
goods imported from the United tates 
into Canada the Canadian dollar 
would be worth a still smaller num- 
ber of American cents. A removal of 
duties on articles going from Canada 
to the United States woukl not redress 
the balance. To take the Canadian 
tariff off goods imported from the 
United States would be to increase 
the discjunt our neighbors take off 
Cansdian money. At the present time 
Canadian coins are being taken in 
cities on the other sido of the border 
at a discount as great as fifleen per 
cent., and on the railways acroas the, 
line Canadian money is being refused, 

Every, Canadian citizen, every Can- 
adian public man, and every Govern- 
ment in this country ought to be work- 
ing together in a common spirit of 
loyalty to bring our dollar back to a 
parity with the American dollar. The 
only reason why our dollar is not now 
commanding 100 cents of Uncle fam’s 
moncy is that we ourselves are mak- 
ing our dollar too cheap by offering it 
wo freely in the United States. Every 
Canadian should make a point of giv- 
ing the utmost preference to the pro- 
ducta of home industry and in this 
way help to forward that increase of 
production which is the essential for 
the present unrest,

advisers. They would make matters 
worse when what ia need is a policy 
to make matters better. It ig not the 
judgment of the free traders this coun. 
try can accept. Theso men are not 
lacking in self-confidence or in’ posi- 
tiveness of assurance, but they are 
lacking in .responsibleness.

Judge Latchford Gives Judgment in 
Alimony Suit. 


TORONTO, Jan. 23—"Not having the 
sanction of the public conscience, it Is 
widely not regarded seriously by” per- 
sons with a reputation for probity in 
the community,” 
Latchford jn referring to the Ontario 
Temperance Act whilo dismissing

the Belts 


The Soldier After Whom 
Were Called. 


Who was Sam Browne? 
Thousands. of. Canadian * enlisted 


who were glad to buckle ono around 
the waist and ‘over the shoulder to 
distinguish them from somo enlisted 
men, hare possibly thougit ho was 
some great leather magnate over- 
loaded with war orders. : 
According to an ‘authority, the 


original Sam Browne was a most gal-|- 


lant British officer and gentleman, 
who won the: Victoria Cross fighting 
for the Empire in India during the 
autumn of 1858. 

Lord Roberts, field marshal and 
advocate of preparedness in Britain, 
who was ‘2 friend of the dashing cav- 
alry officer, gives this account of the 
dead hero who reecived so much pub- 
Helty In the late war because he was 
careless enough to have his arm cut 
off and therefore forced (to devise 
some mcans whereby he could be 
present at parade without his trusty 
saber dragging on the ground: “This 
popular ‘and gallant. officer, well 
known to every native In upper In- 
dia as ‘Sam Brun Sahib, and to the 
officers offthe whole of His Majesty's 
army aa“@pe Inventor ofthe ‘ord 
belt universally adopted on ice, 
distinguished himself greatly in the 
autumn of 1858. With 230 sabers of 
his own regiment and 250 native In- 
fantry he attacked @ party of rebels 
who had taken up a position at Nural, 
about ten miles from Phillbhit.

The enemy were 
completely routed and fled, leaving 
their four guns and 300 dead on the 
ground. Browne was deservedly re 
warded with the Victoria Cross.” 

Sam Browne dicd at the Wood, 
Ryde, Isle of Wight, on March 14, 
1901, and after cremation was buried 
there. A memorial tablet has been! 
put up for him in St. Paul's Cathe-!

A Privy Councillor. 

New Year's honors in Canada are 
this year few, but of a highly ox- 
clusive character. The apointment of 
Sir Thomas White, Hon. C. J. Dober- 
ty, and Hon A. L. Sifton to the posi- 
tion of members of His Majesty's 
Most Honorable Privy Council, with 
the right to use the title of “Right 
Honorable” before their names, 
brings the list of those who bear that 
title in Canada up to the inconsider- 
able number of eight, as follows: Sir 
Charles Fitzpatrick (198), S{r Robert, 
Borden (1912), Sir ree Foster 
(1916), Chief Justice Sir Louis H. 
Davies (1919), Mr. Justice Lyman 
P. Doff (1919), Sir Thomas White 
(1920), Charles J. Doherty (1920), 
and Arthur L. Sifton (1920). <The 
office is an honorary one, involving 
no duties. 

His Majesty's Most Honorable 
Privy Council—commonly called the 
Imperial Privy Council—is a council 
of state appointed periodically by the 
sovereign tg concert matters for the 
public welfare. In the table of pre- 
eedence, Privy Councillors stand 
above all knights, except Knights of 
the Garter, and, like barons, vis- 
counts, and earls, the style “Right 
Honorable’ is prefixed to their 
names.

} Undernourished Children. 

In the east end of the city there lives a family composed of 
the father, mother, and cight children. The house in which they 
live is an ancient structure, which should have been pulled down 
long ago. A few dilapidated chairs and a table covered pith a 
piece of worn oilcloth form the only decorations or . furniture 


oT Nisible to the casual visitor. The father is a quiet, inoffensive 


- mam who never has earned more than $16 to $18 per week. 
As he\s frequently sick and away from wotk it is a safe estimate 
to-say that his yearly carnings are less than $650. The oldest 
child is barely fourteen, and the family situation is so evidently 
beyond any solution that the father can find that his normal at- 
titude is one of passivity and endurance. 

And yet this house, with its dreary_and bare ugliness, is a 
real home because redeemed by family affections and the finest 
qualities of a mother’s love, which strives amid these discour- 
agements to plant in the hearts of ber children sound moral and 
religious truths on which to build their lives. Some time ago 
another child was born, but it found life too hard a struggle. 
The flower faded almost before the petals had time to open. 
Brighter days are ahead. Recently the oldest child, a girl, was 
‘able to go to work, and thus augment the family income. As 
others become also able to help the family situation will im- 
prove. 

But a price has been paid for these present years of hard- 
ship. Only occasionally have those children known the luxury 
of having had enough to cat. If you dropped in you might have 
seed them munching a piece of bread and jam. | That would not 
be simply a ‘piece’? so beloved of children. That would be 
their dinner, and the supper would likely be identical. Those 
years of undernourishment have written their records into those 
small bodies, and the writing will appear later in susceptibility 
to disease and a lowered vitality throughout life. You could 
wish that several of the children had more spontancity and in- 
itiative until you remember that these qualities have a physical 
basis, and you are demanding something which starved nerve 

* cells cannot supply. 

This case is typical, not in regard to the number of child- 
ren, which is unusual, nor of the father’s carnings, which are 

~ lower than the average, but of a condition which exists in re~ 
gard to thousands of children in Toronto. There.are few indeed 
- who could be said to be starving in Toronto, but.there are many 
that are undernourished. The difference is one of degree, not 
of kind. The.oge is acute, the other a long drawn out, chronic

contalning a petition, protest, com 
plaint, or congratulations around which 
the names of the signers are writtes 
ln a circle so as to avold giving prom- 
inence to any stogle name, and 
that no name hends the list. The term 
has been found In Coverdale's preface 
to his transiation of Calvin's “Tract 
on the Lord's Supper,” dated 1546, but 
It Is there used by “scurrilous Prot- 
estanta” as a term of reproach for the 
ciporium or pyx. Brewer claimed the 
term to be a corruption of the French 
“ond” (round) “ruban™ (ribbon). Ap- 
plied to persons, the term designated 
“a religious ot political brawler.” It 
was used In this sense by Hacket In 
bis “Life of Archbishop Willlams” 
(1692) : “These Wat Tylers and Round 
Robins being driven or persuaded out 
of Whitehall."

Then the old peddler e2- 
plained that she had adopted men’s 
clothes in order to make a living, for 
her daughter had died and she was 
alone, She was In the house when 
I returned home. My wife and I 
both promised to keep her secret. 

“From that time she visited us 
once a year. We were her only inti- 
mates.

Pasadena.

This means that the time hereto 
fore required to traverse the contin- 
ent—{from ten to twelve weeks—has 
bow ben cut down to about one week 
and that heretofore secluded secions 
of Africa will be opened up to the 
world, 

The total distance by the old meth- 
ods of communication is 6,223 miles, 
for which from 59 t6 75 days would be 
required. Against this, the Alr Min- 
‘istry paints out, the total flying dls- 
tance of the acrial route should not 
exceed 5,200 miles, Taking 100 miles 
per hour as a fair average flying 
speed only 62* hours’ actual flying 
time would be required to cover the 
distance, or about a week, flying at 
eight hours a day.

CUTTING POVERTY ROOTS. 

Standing on the street in the downtown section of Toronto may be 
seen a man holding out for sale a pitiful little tray of lead pencils and 
shoe laces, by means of which he makes a precarious livelihood. Years 
ago he met with an industrial accident and was so seriowsly injured that 
he was depirved of the power to.carn his living in a normal way. Hav- 
ing thus used up his powers of uscful service he was cast aside. He was 
one of the many casualties of the industrial order. 

* That was the old way of handling this problem of the injured in in- 
dustry. . It is true that in such cases the courts were open, but the legal 
difficulties and delays were such that each year many families were 
plunged into temporary or permanent poverty through the disablement 
or death of the breadwinner. ‘The individual and family had to carty 
most of the economic loss, 

We do things better now. The Workmen's Compensation Act of 
Ontario (one of the best Acts of its kind in existence), which went into 

* effect in 1915, has proven a most useful piece of legislation, The scope 

of its operaitons may be scen from figures, just now made dailable, that 
there were in the year 1919 in Ontario 44,260 industrial accidents, There 
were 429 killed of the industrial army. Under the board which adminis- 
ters the Act some $4,000,000 were awarded in‘claims. The whole prow 
cedure is different. In place of the costly slow legal process the Com- 
pensation Act takes.the whole matter out of the courts and places it in 
the hands of the board, whose decisions are final. Compensation is made 
available at once. Medical aid, and where necessary, burial expenses are 
also provided. The system is infinitely better for the workmen, some 
500,000 of whom are protected, and it is just as satisfactory to the em- 
ployer, who is now relieved of the expense and-+worry of litigation, and 
has a regular assessment to meet which can be added to the cost of 
production. 
* “Contrast, however, the condition of the widow whose husband is 
killed in industry and who under this Act is entitled to 55\per cent. (with- 
in a stated limit) of the former carnings of her husband, for life, and the 
position of the widow whose husband has died, let us say of tuberculosis. 
In both cases therc is the personal loss, but the one family has security of 
social status, while the other falls into the abyss of poverty. 

The contrast is equally great between the condition when a work- 
man is injured and when a workman is ill. In the former case there is a 
regular income asgong as the disability lasts; in the fatter case, the im- 
mediate cessation of all income. ie 

The Workmen's Compensation Act has been a clear cut success. 
There is no reason to suppose that the extension of the same principle 
would be any less so. The immediate step is obviously @ Mothers’ Al- 
lowance Act, but when that is sccured a great universal system of insur- 
ance against sickness will be secn to be the next stage of soctal advance- 
meat. Thus.one by one the roots of poverty will be cut.—Toronto Star.

Torkish Committed Says Bee 
Pasha. Belooled: ‘Ministers. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. Sint 
key became involved in the great war 
through the machinations of the war 
party led by Enver Pasha, War Minis- 
ter In 1914, according to statements 
before @ secret parliamentary commit- 
tee which are published in newzpap- 
ers here. Tho arrival of the German 
cruiser Goeben in August 1914, was 
the dominating cause of Turkey be- 
coming an ally of the Central pow- 
ers. 

When the war broke out, the news- 
papers say, the majority of the Turk- 
{sh Cabinet was friendly to the En- 
tente, ‘The war party, however, be- 
gan attempts to persuade a sufficient 
number of _ministera that Turkey 
should acquire the Goeben to take the 
place of Turkish ships which had been 
requisitioned by England. Objection 
was made that the Gocben, which had 
arrived here after Meeing from Allied 
warships In the Mediterranean would 
attack Russian vessels while under 
j Turkish colors, but Enver Pasha de- 
clared the commander of the crulser 
had pledged himcelf not to mako any 
such attack. Inm,reply to this assur- 
ance Djavid Bey, then Finance Min- 
ister, remarked the Admiral would 
be “ntore likely to stand by his word 
than the German war lord.” 

Decision waa reached by the Cabl- 
net to oppose Germany In tho war 
and agreed that when Turkoy took 
her stand on the sido of the Entento 
the Goeben and her sister ship, the 
Breslau, would be bombarded by the 
‘Rosphorous forts. Enver Pasha, how- 
over, made secret arrangements with 
the Germans and the Goeben joinod 
the Black Sea fleet, even the Grand 
Vizier Selng kopt in ignorance of this 
move. On August 29, 1914, the Goe- 
ben came Into contact with a Russian 
fleet and, whilof fying the Turkish 
flag, attacked and destroyed two Rus 
sian ships. This act brought about 
Turkey’s alignment agalnrt the En- 
tente, and several members of the 
Cabinet resigned. The facts wede 
misrepresented by the censors, and 
the Turkish public, even the Sultan, 
believed for several years that the 
Russians attacked the Turks.

Be 
ing by nature a night roving animal, 
the raccoon has a highly developed 
senso of smell that enables it to fer- 
ret out anything you may happen to 
have in your pockets, and though it 
may have no.real use for the article 
it speedily utilizes it as a toy.- The 
raccoon is very fond of oggs, and t 
see the ‘quizzical look on its fa 
when a china egg is substituted 
the real thing is quite amusing. How- 
ever, it is a persistent brute and will 
toy with the fake egg for an inde- 
finite time to satisfy its curiosity.:

Many of them will ransack 
your pockets and even search down 
the coat collar to satisfy their cure 
fous nature, while some are even ven- 
turesome enough to examine the con- 
tents of sacks thrown into the refuse 
can, probablily in the hope that a 
good peanut has been left In it. 

It is the curiosity of the goat that 
leads it to do many of its stunts, such 
‘as eating newspapers and other 
equally ridiculous things. Some z0o- 
Jogists claim that this animal has 
more curiosity than any, except pos- 
sibly the monkey or poodle, and for 
that reason It is very diMcult to drivo 
goats In a herd. They persist in 
breaking ranks, and If not noticed 
will calmly walk [nto any house along 
the road, roam through all the 
rooms, even going up to the second 
or third story to examine the dif- 
ferent things that excite their 
curiosity, 

Artists who have sket¢ttd out in 
the open have had great opportunity 
to observe the curlosity of cows. 
After he gets his caset and canvas 
wet the cows continue grazing as be- 
fore, but gradually draw nebrex and 
nearer the strange objects they want 
to investigate. Probably the artist 
becomes much interested in his work 
and does not notice that the cows 
have soon formed a circle around 
him, stretching out their necka in 
the effort to solve the mystery. They 
may, be'driven away, but from time 
to time’ they. return and repeat the 
same manoeuvre. Comic artists have 
taken this fact and treated it in yar- 
fous humorous ways, yet it in never- 
theless quite true, as many = land- 
scape painters can testify. Other live 
stock is subject to the same element 
of curiosity, though horses usually 
vent theirs in running wildly about 
the field.

The curiosity of the dog Is pro- 
nounced if observed for a few min- 
utes, It Js quick to notice a strange 
dog or person and the value of the 
watchdog comes from the fact that 
it wants to investigate every nolse. 
It is very interesting to watch a dog 
when it meets a beetle. At first he 
seems to be a little afraid of the 
tiny creature, but. Gnally he can’t re- 
sist any longer, so he plucks up 
enough courage to touch it with his 
paw. Then realizing that it has not 
hurt him he smells it and rolls it 
over and over with hin nose. Then 
after he has eatisfied his curiosify he 
walks away and leaves the bectic to 
go its way if he has not put it out 
of commission with the strenuousness 
of the investigation. 

Liitdle boys of the Orient often 
capture Sizards by catering to their 
curfoalty. When one of'them spies 
a lizard that has scurried into a 
crevice ho makes a slipknot gf color- 
ed straw and holds it before the hole. 
After a time he is rewarded by see- 
ing the tiny creature coming out to 
examine the curious thing before its 
den and later it actually puts its 
head into the noose, which is quickly 
drawn together by the watchful boy. 

Fish and frogs are equally curious 
to examino the many bright lures that 
the fishermen know will attract their | 
attention, In frog hunting all that is 
necessary is a rig composed of scv- 
eral hooks grouped together and coy- 
ered with a small bit of red flannel. 
When the frog sees this bit of bright 
red it leaps for it and often hooks 
itself at the first attempt. Trout, 
muscalunge and other game fish will 
often leap clear of the water to grab 
an especially brilllant lure. 

It may be sald that every kind of 
bird ts brimming over with curiosity 
ak hunters of every land have trapped 
them by inducing theni to approach 
and investigato unfamiliar objects. 
Crows and parrots possess this cur-

Signals May Come 
From Other Planet 


Queer Sounds and Indications Pick- 
ed Up on the Wireless. 


* LONDON, Jan, 28—Interruptions of 
the Marcon! wireless instruments by 
mysterious undecipherable © signals, 
which were noted before the war and 
have been publicly referred to since, 
are specially featured In an isauc of 
The Daily Mail and discussed by 
Marconi in an Interview published by 
the. paper. 

“We occasionally p:t very qucer 
sounds and indications, which might 
come from comewhere outside the 
earth,” sald Signor Marconi. “We 
have had them both in England and 
America. The Morse signa}. letters 
occur with much greater frequency 
than others, but we have never yet 
picked up anything that could be 
tarnslated into a definite message. 

“The fact that the signals have oc- 
curred simultaneously at New York 








and London with Identical intensity 
seems to indicate that they must 
have originated at a very great dis- 
tance. We have not yet the slight- 
est proof of their origin. They 
might concelvably be due to somo. 
natural disturbance at a great dis 
tance, for Instance, an eruption of 
the sun causing electrical disturb 
ances,” 

“Asked whether posaibly attempts 
were being made by another planet 
to communicate, Signor Marconi sald: 

*I would not rule out the possibil- 
ity of this, but there is no proof. We 
must investigate ‘the matter much 
more thoroughly before we venture 
upon a definite explanation.” 

He added that the mysterious sounds 
ate not confined to any particular 
diurnal period; they are equally fre- 
quent by day and night.

“rll give a thousand dollars to have 
my ®oy's affections restored to me 
and to the boy's mother as well,” was 
the startling announcement a prom- 
fnent business man in a large Eastern 
clty made to the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association representative who 
called to interest him in the work the 
Asociation Is doing for young men 
and boyg_in general,"and to secure 
the nerchant’s financial support. 
Like a fash it dawned on the busi- 
ness man that he had a son of his 
own. Hence, the pathos of his excla- 
mation, 

The merchant went on to say that 
his boy, although only ‘sixteen and a 
half years of age, was going wrong 
and that a gulf as separating par- 
ents and son. 

(“Every day,” sald the merchant, 
“the gulf is widening. and unless 
something is done to bring back the 
boy, his actions will kill both his par- 
ents, and we are now passing many 
sleepless nights of anxiety. 

The Secretary explained that it waa 
the business of the Association to ald 
in such cases, and the Young Men's 
Christian Association becomes an el- 
der brother to advise and help erring 
boys. (Today there fs a happy father

The boy In this case necded a new 
and better social life and cleaner and 
more healthy sports. These were 
provided through the physical and 
social departments of the Associa- 
tion. ‘The gulf that separated father

The boy-is now grown Into man- 
hood and become an honor to the 
community in which he lives and fs 
himself active In the work of the As- 
sociation, but who knows how many 
boys aro separated from father and 
mother or both because of wrong do- 
ing? it is the work and aim of the 
Young Men's Christian Association to 
get these boys restored back to the 
parents, home’ and affection. 

It was fortunate, perhaps, that the 
father in this case was aroused before

ig contained ‘in the usual interpreta- 
tion of the word town. 

The city of Toronto is an area of ad- 
ministration, the. extent of which has 
developed in an arbitrary boundary, 
but outside it has had great growth 
pot within the administrative area.” 
He exemplified this by telling of cer- 
tain factories just on the outskirts of 
the corporation limit. Town-planning 
ignored ‘these arbitrary bondaries and 
hence in town-nlanning ‘schemes. in 
Toronto would probably figure at more 
*than twice it, present recognized size 
and the whole area investigated would 
take on as far as Oshawa.

The e: iy were 
completely routed and leaving 
their four guns and 300 dead on the 
ground. Browne was deservedly re- 
warded with the Victoria Cross.” 
Sam Browne died at the Wood, 
Ryde, Isle of Wight, on Mareh 14, 
1901, and after cremation was buried 
j there.

A moeerschaum 
pipe should never be smoked ina 
very cold place. At Grst, a new 
meerschaum pipe should be smoked 
very slowly, and should be allowed

is lighted, otherwise the pipe will 
become dry and raw. 

To cement meerschaum pipes 
make a glue of finely powdered chalk 
and the white of an egg. Put a little 
of this mixture on the parts to be 
repaired and hold them preased to- 
gether for a few minutes. 


To distinguish true meerschaum 


from the imitation rub the supposed 
meerschaum with a silver object. If 
the silver leaves lead pencil-like 
marks on the meerschaum it is 
artificial, but if no marks result it

Driving Nails In Hard Places. 

In making repaira it is found 
necessary many times to drive nails 
in close quarters or in cramped 
places where they cannot be readily 
held with the hand to insure being 
driven straight. 

When such an emergency arises 
procure a short length of pipe, abont 
3-4 inch in diametér, and a slightly 
longer piece of rod of such diameter 
that it will slip loosely in the pipe. 
After dropping tho nail into the pipe, 
place the pipe over the place where 
the nail is to be driven and slide the 
rod into the pipe back of the nail 
and drive the nail into place by 
hammering on the end of the rod.—

Lawrence, now « lieutenant-colonel in 
the British army. He has been ranked 
for hig exploits in the east with Clive 
and Hastings. 

At ithe outreak of hostilities, Law 
rence wag still in his twenties, fresh 
from Oxford University... In the sum 
mer of 1914 he wag wandering abou! 
the Euphrates valley, keenly interest- 
ed in archaeological remains and the 


* Arabic language of which he is + 


maiter. His amazingly youthful ap 


pearance, his shy and bookish man- 


ners, made him the last man to regare 
82 a possible leader of an army. Yet 
the British war office with a truly not 
able perspicacity recognized the latent 
talent. in this unassuming student 
comms his services, gave him 
® second lientenant’s commission anc 
placed him in the army that was ther 
preparing to advance -ogainst the 
Turks. 

“Arabia was too near the war theatre 
to risk its friendship falling to the 
Turk, while the reinforcement of the 
British army with Arab troops was ¢ 
factor that easily carried enormous po 
aibilites of success. It was to Lawrence 
with his knowledge of tho languege 
and of tha subtleties of the Arab tem- 
perament, that the British auhorities 
“looked for the accomplishment of this 


‘task. 


SERVICES IN ARABIA‘ 

File was gent to Arabia and attached 
to the staff of Emir Feisul, a loader 
| strongly in favor of the allies. Law- 
ence proceeded ta collect an army of 
200,000, He was at this time entirely 
ignorant of military art and discipline 
and:so fair and pink in complexion 
that he was mistaken for a woman, 
saben dreased in native Arab costume.

Lawrence's army was a haphazard 
collection of adventurous spirits to 
whom the word ‘discipline’ wax ~un- 
known. Not one had any experience 
of modern military methods and with 
the prospect” of approaching battle 
their wild nature rose to a pitch of an- 
tamed excitement. Yet all leadera as 
well as rank and file, were controlled 
and guided by one boyish Englishman. 
* His difficulties cannot be over-esti- 
mated: .I¢ ig q common extravagance 
of those ‘wha know little of the Arabs 
to talk of them and imagine them as a 
noble-hearted people, enthusiasts for 
freedom, sincere in action, capable of 
government and with definito ideas of 
policy. From the experiences of Bri- 
tish officers men, howerer, comes 
a tale leas romantic but nearer the 
trath.

Therefore, Lawrence’s success be- 
comes all the more wonderful. Ho suit- 
od his methods to the people under his 
care, for instance, the numberless 
drills and daties that dog the life of 
the ordinary private in other sections 
af the allied army were unknown un- 
der him, while awards of merit wero 
perhaps never dispensed more freely. 
There wag a childish element in these 
soldiers which had to-be appeased and 
it was very seldom that\Lawrence mor- 
»d anywhere without a camel in his 
savaleade loaded with parcels contain- 
ing special articles, such as watches, 
rings bracelets, colored head dresses 
and ornaments of various descrip- 
tions to be distributed ag gifts. 

So did this young man lead this 
strange army across the Arabian hills 
into Palestine. It was a great adven- 
ture—no less than the breaking of an- 
wther of ex-Kaiser Wilhelm's dreams 
for world-dominion for it was after the 
rout of the Turk, and their total de- 
feat on the road to Damascus that the 
line of the noted Berlin-to-Bagdad rail 
way was cut, 

From the Valley of the Jordan, over 
the Plain of Sharon, from Haifa, Acre 
Tyre and Sidon, across the Judean 
Hills, from Nazareth and the whole of 
Galiles, were the sultan’s armies driv- 
en, The advance was relentless and un 
ceasing—on the one side General Al- 
lenby and on the other, Lawrence with 
hig Arabs, 

The allied armies sldwly but surely 
converged on Damascis; it was Law- 
rence who was tis first to come with 
in sight of the city. The enemy was ar- 
rayed for a last defence, but tho he 
made a'brave attempt, his attack was 
worth but little. By a clever rse the 
Arabs surrounded their foes on three 
sides and opened a withering fire upon 
them at sunset. Soon the whole of 
that Turkish forco was a scattered 
mob, secking cover over the edge of 
the nearby hills, where, had they but 
known, another Arab forco awaited 
thom. 

Lawrence entered Damascus, where 
he found Abdel Khader, an Arab of un 
certain temper and ideas in control, 
He summoned this man to his presence 
and told him that, aa the represent- 
ative of Emir Feisul, he appointed 
Shukri-el-Aynbi as military governor. 
Thig angered Abdel-Khader, But the 
Englishman with characteristic cool- 
ness called the troop, to defend the 
city from the crowds of looters who 
were committing deeds of violence un- 
der the support of the late .adminis- 
trator. Peaco wag soon restored, a 
few hours later the British Army ar- 
rived and goon after that, Emir Feisul 
and hig suite. 

His dream is for an Arab empire, 
with Damascus og its capital, The fu- 
ture will show whether thi vision can 
become real, But certain it is that no 
exploits in English history have been 
more daring or more brilliant than

signatories assert. that they 
“do subscribe to the political and 

0 theories on which the Soviet 
Government {s based,” but contend 
that a continuance of the state of 
war is inexcusable and that the course 
of least risk all round {s peace. They 
maintain that if the Soviet Gorern- 
ment is merely imposing its power 
on the Russian people by tyranny it 
is people are cowed by 
privation and hunger, and that those 
conditions wil be perpetuated by a 
state of war, the horrors of which] 
will fall not upon the tyrannical Gov- 
ernment, but upon the peasants, wo- 
men and children. 

The manifesto denounces “the in- 
trigues™ of the great powers and 
thelr “proposals to use alien catelite 
armies to prosecute a war which their 
own soldiers have refused to wage— 
indicating among the “satelites,”, Ja- 
pan and Poland. 

It concludes by declaring that the 
Labor party, if it comes into power 
or wields a determining influence in 
the-trext year or two, “will not regard 
itself bound by military or diplomat- 
fe commitments made secretly and in 
defiance of the foreign policy to which 
the Labor party is pledged.”

WINNIPEG, Jan. 30.—The North 
American Reindeer Co.,. means busin- 
est iu a practical sense, The company 
hag just been capitalized in Manitoba 
for $750,000 and is looking for cow- 
boys who like the fresh air, It is plan- 
ned to drive 5,000 head of — reindeer 
down tho Yukon river in May to graz- 
ing land north of the Charchill river, 
which district is now included in the 
province of Manitoba and fatten the 
animals for the Winnipeg, Minneapol- 
is, St. Paul and Chicago markets, Ship 
ments will be made in cold storage to 
New Xoriiend England. 

The Caffadian government hag iyst 
leased a 75,000 acre area west of Hud- 
son Bay to the promoters, for the pur- 
pose of grazing reindeer jin wholesale 
droves; among the active backers of 
tho firm is Richard Henry Jones; ‘‘Ar- 
ixona, Cactus king” and a director of 
the new company, *They plan to start 
in the spring with a pioneer flock of 
5,000 head, The trek of 2,000 miles 
will take eight’ months, Reindeer 
bred 40 per cent. faster than cattle

How Canadian Coins Are Titifig’ Used 
In the United States. 

The high prices which bar silver 
has been commanding in thd the@tal 
markets of the world may, neessi- 
tate a reduction of the Gneness of the 
alloy from which Canadian silver 
coins are struck, it is authoritatively 
stated here. With bullion prices at 
the present level, there is too great 
a tendency to withdraw coins from 
circulation and melt them for com- 
mercial tises, Indeed, such has been 
the demand for silver coinage of late 
that the belief is strong among offi- 
cials of the Finance Department that 
a gonsiderablo quantity of it is being 
converted into bullion. 

Bar silver has sold recently as high 
as $1.39 an ounce on the New York 
market. More recently it has sold at 
$1.32% an ounce in New York, and 
at 74 pence in London. In years 
gone by the value of Canadian silver 
coins as bullion was in the neighbor- 
hood of one-half their face value. It 
is calculated that with silver worth 
$1.33 and $1.24 an ounce the in- 
trinsic value of Canadian coins and 
their value as money are about equal. 
Alt present the rate of exchange be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
also enters into the situation, With 
Canadian funds at a discount of five 
per cent., or thereabouts, it must be 
remembered that a dollar's worth of 
Canadian silver coins can be purchas- 
od for about 95 cents in United States 
money, This circumatance tends to 
make it profitable to’ withdraw Cana- 
dian coins for circulation for sale in 
the United States as bullion, even if 
the price of bar silver does not great- 
ly exceed $1.34 an ounce. Indeed, 
it is believed here that a good deal 
of Canadian coin has been exported 
to be melted and sold. At any rate, 
the Mint at Ottawa’ hes been kept 
buay of late to meet the demand for 
silver coinage in the country, and 
minting Is not u profitable business 
with bar silver so expensive, 

Canadian coins, like those In use 
in Great Britain, are struck from sil- 
ver alloy of .925 fineness, that is to 
say, containing 98% per cent. of pure 
Silver, The silver coinage of the Unit- 
ed States ix of Oneness .900, or con- 
tains 90 per cent. pure silver, The 
silver coins of Scandinavian coun- 
tries and of-other places, such as the 
Straits Setulement and Hong Kong, 
are .800 In fineness, or contain 80 
per cent, of pure silver. To lessen 
the temptation to withdraw Canadian 
coins fron: circulation to be meited

‘This 
height is’ only equalled’ by ‘the tall 
Polynesian and ‘American races. 

Among the shortest men are the 
South Italians, Sicilians and Sardin- 
fans, where the usual height is as 
Tow as 5 feet’3 inches or*5 feet 3 
inches. The lowest average in Eng- 
land is found in the southwestern 
paris and In Wales, ranging from 6 
feet 6 Inches to 5 “feet.7% Inches. 
In Nothumberland it rises to & feet $ 
inches, and among the burly York- 
shiremen it even goes as high as § 
feet 9% inches, ¢ 

This leaves the nearest rivals on 
the continent far behind. Eves the 
North Germans, Danes and \Scandina- 
Yinas, who are classed among the 
tallest people there, only range from 
& feet & inches to 6 feet’ 7 inches, 
Frenchmen’ are generally smaller, 
measurihg about § feet 6 inches, and 
the Spaniards an inch shorter. 

Stature depends a good deal on 
climate. “The Bushmen live in the 
great Kalahari Desert, the tall Poly- 
neslans on the Pacific Islands, and 
enjoy all the advantages nature ca: 
bestow. The Hottentots, of the sam 
race as the Bushmen, but inhabitat- 
ing more fertile country, are appre- 
clable taller, 

On higher ground the people are 
usually shorter, so that the Swiss 
and Central Europeans’ generally. 
are stocky rather than tall. Some 
times stature varies with the class 
of men. Early emigrants to America 
before things ern seats easy by the 
steamship companies, ro always 
tallef than the races from which they 
had sprung.

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England Selling War Towns, 

While the United Stated is selling 
its war towns and industrial centres 
intact, England is disposing of her 
surplus from the war with a double 
purpose in view, fret to realize as 
much as possible from these accumu- 
lations, and second to assist the rent- 
payer to solve the Increasing rents, 
which have become a problem in that 
country as vexatious as it Is in this 
country. Thus when the English 
landlord approaches and announces 
that the rent for the coming year. 
will be jumped the rent-payer is ex- 
pected to follow the new slogan and 
“Buy a War Hut.” 

The disposal board of the Ministry 
of Munitions has taken the double 
task of selling the surplus war huts 
and assisting the gouged tenants. The 
board has placed.oa exhibition in 
London a war hut made into a 
peace-time abode. This type is sixty 
feot by Afteen feet and approximately |- 
elght feet high. PartiUiona have been 
made in the hut and it provides a 
lwing and dining-room conebined, 
threo rooms, kitchen, pantry, 
bathroom, and space for storing coal. 
The hut sells for $600 and will ac- 
commodate a family of six. A similar 
home, if built new, it is estimated fm 
England, would cost $1,625. 

The war hut can be taken to the 
country and niade into a home there, 
the salesman of the disposal’ board 
says. but explains that the cost will 
be greater, for an asbestos lining as 
proof against fire and dampness must 
be provided. Then roofing and other 
materials must be purchased at an 
increased cost of $1,500. But with 
these additional expenditures the war 
hut in the country can be made Into 
a home which would cost: approxi 
yuately $3,500, c
